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Town’s new inspector to 
target speeding drivers

HAVERHILL’S new policing chief 
has said he will crack down on 
speeding, as figures reveal thou¬ 
sands of motorists are travelling at 
over 40mph on residential roads in 
the town. 

Insp Danny Cooper, who took 
charge of Haverhill’s Safer Neigh¬ 
bourhood team this month, says 
he has been in touch with the West 
Suffolk Roads Policing Unit about 
monitoring speeding in one of 
Haverhill’s “hotspots” - Bumpstead 
Road. 

This 30mph street has average 
speeds of 35 to 40 mph and one ve¬ 
hicle was clocked there at between 
80 and 90mph a fortnight ago. 

The figures come from two Ve¬ 
hicle Activated Signs (VAS) which 
record the speed of vehicles as they 
drive past. The signs have been 
bought by county councillors using 
their locality budgets. 

The first was purchased in Octo¬ 
ber by Cllr Tony Brown, while the 
second, purchased by Cllr Julian 
Flood, has been in operation for 


just two weeks. 

The VAS figures revealed that be¬ 
tween April 10 and 17 in Bumpstead 
Road and April 17 and 24 in Berga¬ 
mot Road, a total of 2,063 drivers 
were travelling at 40mph or above. 

Five were clocked at between 60 
and 70mph and one at between 80 


and 90 mph. 

Insp Cooper said: “Driving at that 
speed is clearly dangerous, and if 
we catch someone doing that it will 
be more than just a fine.” 

The average figure used for pur¬ 
poses of roads policing is the speed 
at or below which 85 per cent of

cars travel. In Haverhill’s Bump¬ 
stead Road, Chimswell Way, Wrat- 
ting Road and Coupals Road, which 
all have a 30mph speed limit, this 
figure is 35 to 40 mph. 

Insp Cooper said: “We use the VAS 
data to build a picture of where the 
hotspots are for speeding, and then 


we would target those areas with 
various methods from community 
speedwatch and Safer Neighbour¬ 
hood Team up to bidding for the 
road policing units and speed de¬ 
tection vans.” 

He is aiming to get a community 
speedwatch scheme, in which vol¬ 
unteers man a speed camera and 
take down numberplates, started in 
Haverhill. 

He said: “I’m very keen to set 
up more community speedwatch 
schemes. They are a really good de¬ 
terrent. We do need the help of the 
community. 

“If you are interested, please do 
contact the local Safer Neighbour¬ 
hood Team.”

Mr Keeble said he was 
hopeful the facility would be 
delivered within two years.

A FOOTBALL organisa¬ 
tion has received a grant of 
£47,899 for a new stadium - 
to add to the £600,000 it has 
already secured. 

The Haverhill Community 
Sports Association (HCSA) 
and the Haverhill Borough 
Football Club, which is 
based at HCSA’s New Croft in 
Chalkstone Way, jointly ap¬ 
plied for the grant from the 
Football Foundation’s Foot¬ 
ball Stadium Improvement 
Fund. 

HCSA had already secured 
a Football Foundation grant 
of £321,450 and a borough 
council loan of £300,000 to¬ 
wards a state-of-the-art 3G 
pitch. But the extra funding 
will mean a more profes¬ 
sional stadium, with seated 
and terrace stands, a turn¬ 
stile, a refreshment building 
and a retractable tunnel for 
players to enter the pitch.

Peter Betts, football devel¬ 
opment officer and facilities 
manager at HCSA, said the 
developments would benefit 
the Haverhill Borough and 
Haverhill Rovers football 
teams, which both play and 
train at the New Croft, but 
also the wider community, 
who access clubs and activi¬ 
ties there. 

He said: “It just increases 
opportunity. It allows us 
to accommodate everyone 
from three years old to 50- 
plus years old. 

“We can now facilitate a 
high level of football as well 
as football for all. 

“It’s for the people who 
just want to have fun, the 
people who do it for health¬ 
ier living, and those who are 


semi-professional.” 

HCSA is planning an in¬ 
creased programme of com¬ 
munity activities to make full 
use of the new stadium, and 
is set to increase the size of 
its team, employing a second 
football development officer 
and more casual staff. 

Mr Betts said: “We don’t 
want to rest on our laurels. 
We want to carry on growing 
the facility.” 

Construction on the new 
facilities is set to start within 
the next three or four weeks. 
Mr Betts said it should be 
finished by the second week 
of August. 

A launch event is planned 
for August.

STAFF at a veterinary sur¬ 
gery are appealing for public 
support after an arson attack 
behind their premises. 

The fire service were called 
to Homefield Road Veteri¬ 
nary Surgery in Haverhill at 
around 9.45pm on Friday 
where a bin and a chair had 
been set alight behind the 
practice.

Attacker sends 


‘nice’ apology 
to police officer 


A MAN wrote a “rare and 
nice” email apologising to 
police after he drunkenly 
assaulted an officer in a row 
over a dog. 

Dean Bennett, 32, had 
been drinking on April 8 
when he began petting a dog 
outside the Byron Burger 
restaurant in Bridge Street, 
Cambridge. Concerned that 
Bennett appeared drunk, 
the dog’s owner came out to 
ask him to leave the animal 
alone. 

At this point, Bennett, of 
Seabrook Close in Hundon, 
became abusive and the po¬ 
lice were called. 

When they arrived, Ben¬ 
nett shouted abusively at 
them and resisted arrest. 

Officers used spray on him 
and attempted to restrain 
him, to no effect, before he 
was “taken to the ground” by 
officers. 

During the struggle, Ben¬ 
nett kicked out at an officer, 
injuring her on the leg. 

Bennett pleaded guilty 
to assaulting a constable in

the execution of her duty, as 
well as to two counts of us¬ 
ing threatening or abusive 
words or behaviour to dis¬ 
tress another, when he ap¬ 
peared at Cambridge Magis¬ 
trates’ Court on Tuesday. 

Prosecuting, Paul Brown 
said: “When police arrived, 
they approached Bennett. 
He shouted abuse at them 
and continued being ag¬ 
gressive towards them. They 
tried to arrest him and had 
to resort to using spray. He 
resisted and struggled, the 
spray had no effect on him.” 

In mitigation, Miss Cleav¬ 
er said: “He didn’t intend to 
kick the officer. It happened 
when he was struggling after 
being sprayed. He was on 
the floor with the officers on 
top of him.” 

Once in police custody, 
Bennett continued to cause 
trouble for the police, even 


attempting to flush his mat¬ 
tress and pillow down the 
toilet. 

“He says he knows what 
he did was wrong,” said Mr 
Brown. “He can’t remember 
much about the incident 
because of the amount of al¬ 
cohol he had consumed. He 
says he was about eight out 
of ten drunk.” 

After his arrest, however, 
Bennett penned a series of 
apologetic messages to the 
police, apologising for his 
behaviour and expressing 
his embarrassment at the 
situation. 

“The injured officer said 
‘fair play, it was a rare and 
nice email to open’,” said 
Miss Cleaver. “He genuinely 
feels the remorse he de¬ 
scribes.” 

Bennett was handed a 
community order and told 
to do 120 hours of unpaid 
work. 

He was also told to pay 
£50 compensation, £85 to¬ 
wards prosecution costs and 
an £85 victim surcharge.

STATEMENT issued on behalf of GP 
practices in Haverhill, Christmas 
Maltings and Clements Haverhill 
Family Practice: 

Family doctors, nurses and health 
staff at GP practices in Haverhill have 
pledged their continued commitment 
to delivering safe, high quality care to 
their patients. 


The announcement aims to 
reassure patients that practice staff 
are working hard to support local 
people to live healthy lives as well as 
raising awareness of the increasing 
pressures faced by the practices. 

Safe, high quality care will always 
be our number one priority. We 
want local people to know that we 
are doing our very best for them and 
would ask for their support over the 
coming months. 

In Haverhill, and across the 
country, GP practices are coming 
under increasing pressure. There is 
a UK-wide shortage of GPs, making 
it difficult to recruit new GPs and 
gain cover for holidays and sickness. 
Practices are constantly short-staffed. 
Staff are working longer hours in an 
effort to keep pace with demand. 
Respected independent bodies, such 
as The Kings Fund and The Nuffield 
Trust, acknowledge that general 
practice is in the midst of a national 
crisis. 

Patient healthcare is increasingly 
complex, with more people 
developing long-term health 
conditions such as heart disease 
and diabetes. Not enough GPs have 
been trained to meet demand and, 
in recent years, the proportion of 
funding for general practice has 


dropped to an all-time low. Hospitals 
are overwhelmed and are passing 
their work on to GP practices. 

Over the last year our practice 
has introduced new initiatives to 
help our patients. In addition to 
making a face-to-face or telephone 
appointment, patients can be seen on 
the day for urgent problems. Booking 
appointments a maximum of one 
week in advance has reduced the 
number of appointments which are 
wasted by people failing to attend, 
although unfortunately the number of 
wasted appointments is still around 
1,600 a year. More than 17,000 
routine appointments have been 
taken up in the last 12 months. 

Overall, in the last year, our

Two emergency care practitioners

GP: Service 
is squeezed 


HAVERHILL’S GP surgeries are 
proclaiming their commitment 
to patient care - after more than 
800 people signed a petition ask¬ 
ing for better access to appoint¬ 
ments. 

Dr Liona Andrews, of the 
Christmas Maltings and Cle¬ 
ments Practice, said, on behalf of 
her own surgery and the Haver¬ 
hill Lamily Practice: “We want 
local people to know that we are 
doing our very best for them and 
would ask for their support over 
the coming months.” 

She said that her practice had 
introduced initiatives to help 
patients in the last year, such as 
same-day appointments, and 
booking just one week in ad¬ 
vance, which means that fewer 
appointments are missed. 

She also pointed out that re¬ 
spected organisations such as 
The Kings Lund and The Nuffield 
Trust acknowledged GP surgeries 
nationally were in the midst of 
a crisis, due to complex patient 
healthcare and a lack of doctors 
being trained. 

Resident Simon Edwards start¬ 
ed a petition calling for better ac¬ 
cess to appointments on April 5,

which has now been signed by 
nearly 840 people. He acknowl¬ 
edged that GP surgeries were un¬ 
der pressure, and said that his pe¬ 
tition was not aimed at staff at the 
surgeries, only the systems. 

He continued: “It still doesn’t 
change the fact that people are 
queuing out of the door at eight 
o’clock in the morning to try and 
get three or four appointments.” 

He said that it was important 
for patients to use the GP service 
appropriately, but said the system 
still needed revising. 

Dr Andrews’ statement comes 
as it was announced last Thurs¬ 
day that the Government would 
put £2.4bn into GP surgeries. 

This move has been welcomed 
by MP Matthew Hancock, who 
said he “will fight to ensure we get 
our fair share”. 

Dr Andrews said, in an appeal 
to patients: “The new emergency 
measures announced for general 
practice will help us in the future. 
We need you to help us manage 
the here and now.”

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LOCAL GOVERNMENT 

New forum for 
local councils 


A NEW forum of representa¬ 
tives from across the Haver¬ 
hill area is set to discuss is¬ 
sues such as transport links 
and local plans. 

The creation of a new 
“Haverhill Area Forum” 
was discussed at a meeting 
of the full town council on 
Tuesday night. 

The aim of the forum, as 
expressed by town clerk Col¬ 
in Poole, said: “To maintain 
an overview of issues relat¬ 
ing to the well-being and fu¬ 
ture development of Haver¬ 
hill, the area surrounding 
it and make recommenda¬ 
tions to our respective coun¬ 
cils about actions required 
to promote the success of 
the area and its community.” 

The council is set to in¬ 
vite elected representatives 
from surrounding villages, 
including ones in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire and Essex, to the 
meetings, which will be held 
three times a year. 

Issues that could be dis¬ 
cussed at the forum include 
transport links along the

A1307 and A1017, public 
and community transport, 
local plans and other plan¬ 
ning consultations. 

Representatives set to 
be invited include those 
for Linton and Balsham 
in Cambridgeshire, Head- 
ingham and Bumpstead in 
Essex, and Clare, Kedington 
and Withersfield in Suffolk - 
as well as many more. 

At least seven council¬ 
lors representing Haverhill 
would need to be present for 
the meetings to go ahead. 

The forum will not have 
any funding. 

At the meeting on Tuesday 
night, Cllr Maureen Byrne 
expressed her support for 
the project, saying: “I don’t 
know yet a project where 
you have success where you 
don’t have any money, but I 
will be proved to be wrong I 
hope.” 

Cllr David Roach said: 
“The good thing about it is 


we will have done some¬ 
thing we have never done 
before - that is we will talk to 
our neighbours; we will have 
a relationship.” 

Councillors discussed the 
possibility that Haverhill 
representatives might have 
different priorities from 
other councils over issues 
like turning the A1307 into 
a dual carriageway. They 
discussed how to measure 
the forum’s success, with 
Cllr Quillon Fox suggesting 
a performance review after 
a year. 

The aim is to find consen¬ 
sus and be aware of neigh¬ 
bouring parishes’ views 
when approaching bodies 
like the borough and county 
council on issues that affect 
the Haverhill region. 

Mr Poole will now draw 
up dates and invite the sur¬ 
rounding parishes.

Gerald and Debbie’s 400 
miles for Alzheimer’s UK

A HAVERHILL couple have start¬ 
ed a 400-mile cycle ride from the 
furthest west point in the country 
to the furthest east. 

Gerald and Debbie Blake, both 
58, who live in Haverhill’s Hud¬ 
son Close, set out yesterday from 
St David’s in Wales. It’s set to take 
them 10 days to reach Ness Point 
in Suffolk, the final point on their 
ride. 

They are hoping to raise at least 
£700 for Alzheimer’s UK after 
Debbie’s mother and the mother 
of one of her co-workers were 
both diagnosed with the condi¬ 
tion. 

This month also marks 10 years 
since Gerald took on the 1,200 
mile cycle ride from Land’s End 
to John O’Groats to raise money 
for a breast cancer charity after 
his sister was diagnosed with the 
disease. 

Gerald, who runs his own busi¬ 
ness fitting car exhausts and se¬ 
curity systems, said: “We’ve gone 
up and down and now we’re going 
across.” 

Gerald is a keen cyclist and has 
cycled from Cambridge to Lon¬ 
don seven or eight times, he esti¬ 
mates.

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Debbie, who works at the 
Babraham Institute, is less ex¬ 
perienced as a cyclist and so the 
couple - who have two adult chil¬ 
dren - have been going on rides 
together in preparation for the St 
David’s to Ness Point ride. 

“I’m 10 years older. Your stam¬ 
ina isn’t quite so good, you get 
your creaks and groans,” said 
Gerald. But the couple are deter¬ 
mined to complete the ride. 

“We are just trying to give a bit 
of support,” said Gerald. 

He said he had received sup¬ 
port from customers, who donat¬ 
ed to Alzheimers UK when he ex¬ 
plained why he and Debbie were 
taking on the ride. 

Alzheimer’s Society chief exec¬ 
utive Jeremy Hughes said: “Please 
back Gerald and Debbie in their 
fundraising efforts so that Alzhei¬ 
mer’s Society can continue lead¬ 
ing the fight against dementia.”

Blood donor 
Nigel clocks 
up 100 pints 


A HAVERHILL man has been 
recognised for giving 100 
pints of his blood - enough 
to fill 10 human bodies. 

Nigel Oxford, who lives in 
Lritton Court on the Clem¬ 
ents Estate, has been donat¬ 
ing since the age of 17 - and 
he’s now 63. 

He was given a medal and 
a certificate at a ceremony 
last month at the Belfry Ho¬ 
tel in Cambourne, in recog¬ 
nition of his dedication to 
giving blood. 

He gives just under one 
pint four times a year, up 
from two times a year when 
he first began donating. 

The average person has 
just 10 pints of blood in their 
body at any one time, but af¬ 
ter you give blood it replenis- 
ges itself, meaning that Mr

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Oxford has been able to give 
10 times as much blood as 
he currently has in his body. 

Mr Oxford said his reasons 
for donating his blood are 
simple: “It’s just the thought 
that one of my family might 
need it, or I might need an 
op eration.” 

Mr Oxford, who has lived 
in Haverhill since 1969, said 
that he started donating as a 
teenager because the town’s 
youth centre was used for 
giving blood. 

He continued: “When 
they were giving blood, we 
couldn’t use it as a youth 
centre. 


“One night it was raining, 
so we went in to give blood.” 

Now Mr Oxford, who 
works as a production oper¬ 
ator in a glue factory, mostly 
travels to Addenbrooke’s 
in Cambridge with his wife 
Geraldine to give blood. 

He said: “It’s just a lit¬ 
tle prick in the arm. I never 
notice it too much because 
I’m too busy chatting up the 
nurses!” 

Blood given by donors can 
be given to people who have 
medical conditions such as 
anaemia, cancer and blood 
disorders. 

It can also be used during 
surgery and to treat blood 
loss after childbirth.

New heritage trail reveals the 
medieval history of town park 


DID you know that Haver¬ 
hill’s East Town Park was 
mentioned in the Domes¬ 
day Book? A new heritage 
trail gives you a glimpse into 
the park’s history 

The trail, which was of¬ 
ficially opened on Friday, 
was created entirely by vol¬ 
unteers, who even built a 
new viewing platform them¬ 
selves. 

The Friends of East Town 
Park group took a year to 
create the trail, which was 
funded by community part¬ 
nership ONE Haverhill. 

It consists of six different 
signs which tell the history 
of the park. 

Drawings made by volun¬ 
teer Diana Jay show what 
each different area looked 
like at a point in history, giv¬ 
ing a glimpse into the past. 

Treasurer of the friends 
group Chris Johnson said: 
“Probably the highlight of 
the trail is the viewing plat¬ 
form that overlooks the 
Stour Brook. It gives a view 
of the old railway bridge and

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a view of the weir. 

“That’s all been built out 
of decking and timber and 
allows you to look down the 
river. If you are lucky there’s 
a kingsfisher that flies up 
and down.” 

The volunteers on the 
committee constructed the 
viewing platform them¬ 
selves and also undertook 
all the historical research for 
the signs. 

Mr Johnson’s research at 
the Essex Records Office re¬ 
vealed that there are records 
of a farm on the site of East 
Town Park almost 100 years 
ago. 

The name of the farm on 
the site mentioned in the 
Domesday Book in 1086 was 
“Celeustuna”. 

Mr Johnson says this 
evolved through about 19 
different variations to be¬ 
come the modern-day name 
“Coupals” which gives its 


name to roads and a school 
in the town, and historically 
to a large house on the East 
Town Park site. 

He said the name of the 
house in East Town Park was 
“Cupples” by 1787. 

The launch of the trail last 
Thursday was attended by 
councillors Tony Brown and 
Margaret Marks, as well as 
local residents. 

Cllr Brown said: “The new 
heritage trail incorporates 
the history of the park, what 
it was before. I really think 
it’s a valuable asset to the 
town. Hats off to all the vol¬ 
unteers who put in the time 
to achieve it.” 

The signs form a short 
circular walk through East 
Town Park, and a leaflet can 
be picked up from the East 
Town Park visitor centre 
which guides you around 
the trail.

UKIP candidate, serving borough and 
town councillor John Burns, said: “It is 
obvious to me not taking orders from 
political masters in Bury and Ipswich 
is a major advantage when it comes to 
speaking up for residents here. 

“More jobs and houses for local peo¬ 
ple, readily available local healthcare 
provision, highways maintenance, a 
strategic transport policy including rail 
link to Cambridge, and protecting what 
remains of our heritage, are all dear to 
my heart.”

This would include better bus and 
cycle provision, working with Essex 
and Cambridgeshire, and trying to 
get a relief road built before the large 
Great Wilsey Park development is con¬ 
structed.

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A former amateur jockey, Sara Cumani - wife of Derby- 
winning trainer Luca - has lived and worked at the heart of 
Newmarket for almost four decades. 

Now, as she tells Alice Ryan, she wants to show the public 
what a “wonderful, interesting and unique” town it is 

Trainer father, Sergio, and 
Champion Amateur Jockey 
mother, Elena, he joined Sir 
Henry Cecil's team in the early 
1970s, before, in 1976, going it 
alone at Bedford House. 

"My mother-in-law was an 
amazing woman," adds Sara. 
"She only took up riding in 
her 20s and went on to be 
Champion Amateur on the 
flat and over the jumps: it's 
astonishing." 

Sara too rode as an amateur: 
"I rode my first race when I was 
five months pregnant with my 
son, Matty. I look back and I 
didn't have a clue what went 
on; it was a complete blur. But I 
was lucky enough to go on and 
have some very nice rides - and 
some very nice wins." 

Sara looks fondly on a 
partnership with a horse called 
Barley Bill, which led to three 
wins, "but one of my most 
treasured moments has to be 
a win on Eastern Mystic at 
York. The prize was your own 
bodyweight in champagne - 
that's a good prize! - and it was 
made all the sweeter by the fact 
it was a photo-finish." 

The Cumanis' children - 
both of whom currently live in 
Australia - are following in the 
family footsteps: Matt has just 
taken out his trainer's licence 
and Francesca, who's also seen 
success as an amateur jockey, 
is a TV racing presenter. "She 
was also working for CNN 
until recently, but she's about 
to have a baby," explains Sara, 
who plans to go to Sydney soon 
after her first grandchild's arrival 
this month. "Having both your 
children in Australia has its 
good and bad points: yes, it's a 
long way away, but it's a great 
place to go to escape the British 
winter. . 

As well as riding, Sara is 
hands-on with the breeding 
side of the business: she's at the 
helm of Fittocks, the Cumanis' 
stud in Upend. The enterprise, 
which has grown from 


D RIVE through Newmarket 
in the early morning and, 
of course, you know 
instantly you're in the home of 
horse racing. 

But arrive in town after lunch 
and, says Sara Cumani, "you 
wouldn't have a clue". 

There's plenty going on, but 
everything's happening behind 
closed doors. 

Her own home - the historic 
Bedford House yard, off Bury 
Road - is a case in point. 

From the roadside, it's all high 
walls and closed gates; on the 
inside, it's a hive of activity. 

Blessed with pretty period 
buildings and glorious pockets 
of greenery, the yard is buzzing 
with stable staff. Back in their 
boxes, the horses poke a velvety 
nose over their stable doors as 
the lads and lasses come and 
go; keen, it seems, not to miss 
any action. 

Sara's husband, acclaimed 
trainer Luca Cumani, bought 
the yard from Jack Clayton in 
the 70s. Since then, Bedford 
House has given rise to 
umpteen top-flight flat horses, 
including Derby winners 
Kahyasi (1988) and High Rise 
(1998). Last season alone, 
the Cumanis clocked up 50 
winners - the most notable 
being Postponed, which 
scooped the Group 1 
King George IV Stakes. 
"Newmarket is the 
most wonderful, 
interesting and 
unique place," 
says Sara, settling 
at her kitchen 
table with a 
mug of coffee. 
"There's a real 
community 
drive now 
to show 
off what 


Newmarket has to offer: we 
want to open those closed 
doors and show everyone what 
a special town it is. We want 
more people to come here and, 
above all else, for them to have 
fun - so hopefully they'll want 
to come back." 

Sara is in her second year as 
chairman of the Newmarket 
Open Weekend committee. An 
annual event, which last year 
grew from one day to two, it 
gives members of the public 
chance to go behind the scenes 
of racing life: to take a tour of a 
trainer's yard, visit bloodstock 
auction house Tattersalls, have 
a flutter at a family-friendly 
race day, see inside the town's 
two equine hospitals, and, 
arguably the biggest thrill, go 
up on the Gallops to watch the 
thoroughbreds working. 

"That is special," says Sara. 
"There's no greater pleasure 
than riding a racehorse up the 
Lime Kilns or Warren Hill on a 
summer's morning; on a sleety 
winter's day it can be absolutely 
miserable, but when it's summer 
and the sun's coming up. . . 
There's no better feeling." 

And Sara should know. 

A skilled horsewoman, she 
rode out until just last year, after 
a fall resulted in a broken hip. 
"I've broken enough bones now 
not to want to break any more. 
But I do miss riding out: I miss 
listening to all the chat between 
the lads, and of course I miss 
working with the horses. They're 
such amazing creatures; to be 
able to ride them like that is a 
privilege." 

Having grown up with horses 
- "I had the typical English 
country childhood, complete 
with a couple of ponies, which 
I loved" - Sara's affinity with 
the animals led to a job with 
the British Bloodstock Authority. 
"I came to Newmarket for the 
sales, met an Italian. . . and the 
rest is history." 

The Italian was, of course, 
Luca. The son of a Champion 
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a handful of mares inherited from Luca's 
father in the mid-80s, has produced a long 
line of star performers - most recently 
Koora, who already has three wins to her 
name and "looks like she'll be pretty smart 
as a 4 year old". Sired by Cheveley Park's 
hero stallion Pivotal, Koora is descended 
from Kalata, half-sister of the Derby¬ 
winning Kahyasi. Another home-grown one 
to watch, adds Sara, is Guineas hopeful 
Materialistic. 

"I love being out at Fittocks," she says, 
confiding that the long-term plan is to retire 
to the stud, making way for Matt to take the 
reins at Bedford House. "The countryside is 
so beautiful - I am a real country girl - and 
the foaling season is particularly special. You 
see them staggering about on their gangly 
legs . . . Watching them grow is a delight." 

When it comes to the question of what 
makes a good horse, Sara is circumspect: 
"Ask 10 people about 10 horses and they'll 
say 10 different things about each one. For 
me, I've got to like the look of it. Yes, it 
needs to be relatively correct; everything's 
got to be in the right place. But I like to see 
some personality, too: a good horse has to 
have something about it." 

When matching stallions with their mares 
at Fittocks, Sara says she, Luca 
and team always go for the best 
budget will allow. "We're lucky 
in Newmarket, because we've 
got so many amazing stallions on 
the doorstep." 

Take the Darley-bred Dubawi, 
currently commanding a cover fee 
of £225,000: he is, says Sara, "a 
stunner and his offspring have 
such a great temperament; they 
just want to win".

"Newmarket is 
celebrating 350 years of racing 
this year: that's an impressive 
heritage; something the whole 
town should be proud of. We 
have so much to be proud of 
here - so let's show it off."

T HE fastest growing segment of 
the online car purchase market 
is women, according to figures 
from Buyacar.co.uk. 

Growth in the number of women 
buying new and used cars without 
visiting a dealership is now more 
than double that of men compared 
with two years ago. 

Last year Buyacar.co.uk saw a 58 
per cent increase in the number 
of women bypassing the dealer 
and clicking to buy a car online, 
compared with growth of 29 per 
cent among males. 

The online car sales specialist 
attributes the disproportionately 
rapid growth of female buyers to a 
growing preference among women 
for the online purchase experience 
rather than the traditional showroom 
and forecourt environment. 

Research consistently highlights 
the concerns of women with the 
traditional car buying process 
and the latest study by consumer 
statistics specialist Mintel last year 
- 'Car Purchasing Process UK: 

April 2015' - confirmed a strong 
discrepancy between women's and 
men's experience of the process. 



And the consumer experience 
consultants Different Spin recently 
made headline news with the 
results of a survey of 48,000 women 
which concluded that women are 
three times more likely than men 
to experience dealers negatively 
and that 90 per cent would not 
visit a dealership without a man to 
accompany them. 

The figures confirm a faster drift 
from bricks to clicks among female 
purchasers of cars than for men, 
with the business stressing that the 
change was 'organic' and that it 
takes no particular steps to target 


women over men. 

Austin Collins, managing director 
and co-founder of Buyacar.co.uk, 
said: "It is certainly time the industry 
stopped talking about women as 
a niche customer segment and 
recognises that they are increasingly 
driving overall market growth, as the 
online purchase evidence shows." 

■ Record new car registrations look 
set to continue as research shows 
demand for new cars is still growing. 

Almost half of all motorists now 
plan to buy new when it comes to 
their next car, compared with less 
than a third three years ago.

Driverless era ‘will be 
chance to drink-drive’ 


D EFINITIVE research from 

The Co-operative Insurance 
has found many young 
drivers are misguided when it 
comes to driverless technology, 
as a new report 'Young people in 
the driving seat' reveals a range 
of misconceptions, many with 
potentially serious consequences. 

Despite young people often 
embracing new technology quickly, 
it seems as though driverless cars 
are testing many to their limits. Over 
half - 55 per cent - think driverless 
technology is not appealing, as 
opposed to 37 per cent who 
welcome it. 

Over a fifth (22 per cent) believe 
they will be free to consume as 
much alcohol as they want while 
behind the wheel, and nearly a 
quarter (24 per cent) think they 
will be able to have a snooze at the 
same time as being driven around in 
the safety of the vehicle. 

In reality, it isn't as simple as 
getting in your vehicle and being 
driven around: drivers need to be 
seated in the driver's seat at all 
times, adhering to the laws of the 
road, while being capable of taking 
over immediate manual control in

the event of a technology failure or 
other emergency. 

Steve Kerrigan, head of telematics 
at The Co-operative Insurance, 
said: "This research has shown that 
young drivers are unprepared and 
uninformed about self-driving cars. 
Many even mistakenly believe that 
you will be able to drink alcohol 
and sleep it off while you are driven 
home." 

Sarah-Jane Martin, spokesperson 
for Brake, the road safety charity 
said: "This research shows that 
a worrying proportion of young 
people don't have all the facts and 
are often misinformed over how 
technology can help protect them. 

"The vast majority of road crashes 


are caused by a mistake or risk 
taken by a driver so we welcome 
any technology that can engineer 
driver error and risk-taking out of 
the equation. Technology is already 
being used to make roads safer 
and save lives, and this is a rapidly 
developing field with the potential 
to stop more people suffering 
the awful consequences of road 
crashes." 

It appears, driverless cars also 
divide national opinion, resulting 
in a North/South divide, as the 
report has found that young drivers 
in Scotland (55 per cent) are least 
likely to invest in the technology, 
whilst (43 per cent) of drivers in the 
South East and London are more 
receptive to it. 

Over a quarter (29 per cent) 
of young drivers are attracted by 
the new technology because they 
believe there will be less human 
error. And 24 per cent of young 
drivers like the idea of driverless cars 
because there is no actual driving 
involved, while (24 per cent) think 
they won't need to monitor things 
such as, tyre pressure or windscreen 
washers, as it will all be automatic.
